ANTI-ALIEN ACT.

SACRAMENTO (Cal.) May 19.— 
California’s anti-alien land bill be- 
came the lIdw of the State today. 
Against the protests of Japan and the 
representations of President Wilson 
and his personal envoy, Secretary 
Bryan, Gov. Johnson signed the bill, 
and ninety days after the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature, which will 
be August 10, the act becomes op- 
erative. 
While the Governor was signing the 
bill, the steamship Korea, bringing 
on a mission of investigation two dis- 
tinguished Japanese, one a former 
pupil of President Wilson, was pass- 
ing through the Golden Gate. 
Within California itself the act has 
encotntered triple hostility, which

In reply to this threatened hostility 
Gov. Johnson said today in signing 
the bill: | 

“California for the first time in 
its history has an anti-alien law. Any 
man who wishes another kind of law 
may consistently invoke the initiative. 
No man who really wishes an anti- 
alien law will sign the referendum 4s 
to this law. 

“If another law is sougtit, it may 
be presented by means of the initi- 
ative, and in the meantime the pres- 
ent one wil) be in operation.”
